The improvement, 
with 48 fewer breaches, 
has been hailed as en¬ 
couraging. 

Dudley councillor 
Rachel Harris said: “It is heartening to see a 
step in the right direction. Clearly there is more 
work and support that the trust needs to con¬ 
tinue on this journey of improving handover 
times for patients.” 

Trust bosses vowed to continue to work on 
improving their performance. 

Karen Kelly, chief operating officer at Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation Trust, said: “We do not 
leave any patient waiting inside an ambulance. 

“Our teams at The Dudley Group are work¬ 
ing very hard to ensure patients who arrive by 
ambulance are seen and assessed then handed 
over as quickly and efficiently as possible. 

“We have relocated our ambulance triage 
area so that we have the flexibility to increase 
the number of cubicles, as required. At times, 
this flexibility due to staffing proves extremely 
challenging. However, we will continue to work 
with our staff and West Midlands Ambulance 
Service to improve this performance further.”

Call to oppose girls’ 
school on green belt 

CAMPAIGNERS are battling proposals for 
a 750-place girls’ boarding school in Stour¬ 
bridge which they fear will be built on green 
belt land.

Fly-tippers 
strike three 
times a day 
in district 

FLY-TIPPERS are dumping piles of 
rubbish almost three times a day in 
South Staffordshire. 

Figures show there were 946 inci¬ 
dents of fly-tipping in the district over 
the 12 month period from April 2017 
to March 2018. 

This means South Staffordshire 
Council’s environmental crime team 
dealt are dealing with the issue on a 
daily basis. 

Among the most common items 
being dumped include household 
waste, construction waste and white 
goods. But asbestos and clinical waste 
have also been found during the first 
five months of 2018. 

Meanwhile, caravans are being 
filled with rubbish and dumped beside 
roads across the district, Councillor 
David Clifft told a South Staffordshire 
Council meeting. 

He said: “Caravans have been 
dumped, which seems to be a problem, 
particularly in Essington. We have 
had three caravans dumped on the 
side of the road full of rubbish. The 
team has dealt with it extremely ef¬ 
fectively, but it meant closing the road 
for 24 hours to deal with it. We have 
had to get specialist equipment in.” 

Councillor Roger Lees, deputy 
leader of the council, said that covert 
cameras were being used to obtain 
evidence as part of the fight against 
fly-tipping. “It is down, except for 
April, and we continue to make every 
effort to make sure this continues,” 
he said. “Well done to the team for 
their ongoing efforts.” 

Man dies in fall 
from factory roof 

A MAN has died after falling from the 
roof of an industrial unit in Dudley 

The 43-year-old man was found in 
cardiac arrest after falling in Lower 
Gornal on Friday morning. 

Ambulance crews and police were 
called to the scene off Deepdale Lane 
at 11.40am, where tape cordoned off 
an area outside a building operated by 
Surface Technik Ltd. 

A helicopter was also seen landing 
at nearby playing fields next to Rob¬ 
erts Primary School. 

A West Midlands Police spokesman 
said: “Police can confirm that the man 
who fell from a roof at an industrial 
unit in Deepdale Lane, Lower Gornal 
before midday died at the scene. 

“The 43-year-old man lived in Wal¬ 
sall and investigations continue.” 

A Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE) spokesman added: “HSE is 
aware of this incident and has sup¬ 
ported the police who have primacy 
over the investigation.”

More than 
300 fined 
in spy car 
campaign 

MORE than 330 motorists on the 
school run have been slapped with 
fines after being caught by a spy car 
introduced as part of a crackdown on 
dangerous parking outside schools. 

The Dudley Council camera vehicle 
has been out on the streets looking for 
evidence of parking outside schools 
with drivers facing fines of up to £70. 
Since the vehicle was introduced nine 
months ago in Dudley borough, par¬ 
ents have paid more than £11,500 in 
fines. The vehicle was introduced to 
improve children’s safety and followed 
complaints about problem parking. 

A total of 336 penalty notices were 
dished out between September 1 and 
June 22 and the council has so far col¬ 
lected £11,557 in fines. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare said 
the safety of children is ‘of the highest 
priority’. The camera captures those 
motorists who do not observe the yel¬ 
low zig-zag lines. 

Councillor Shakespeare said: “Al¬ 
though a majority of motorists park 
responsibly, there are some that con¬ 
tinue to park illegally and put the 
lives of our children at risk.” 

She added: “The zig-zag lines are 
there for a reason and we will con¬ 
tinue to use the CCTV vehicle on the 
streets around our schools.” 

Most fines relate to bad park¬ 
ing outside Christ Church Primary 
School, Cosley, near to St Joseph’s 
Primary at Kates Hill.

THIS exclusive image shows the 
1940s-60s town that will be built at 
the Black Country Living Museum 
which has also revealed record profit 
and visitor numbers. 

Based on two roads, Market Place 
and Pinfold Lane, next to the Dudley 
attraction’s fairground, it will tell the 
area’s story up to the closure of the 
Baggeridge Coal Mine in 1968. 

It comes as the museum records its 
highest profit and visitor numbers. 
Almost 333,000 people went through 
the doors of the open-air attraction 
last year, contributing to a record 


£7.3 million takings. The income pro¬ 
vides a boost to the museum’s £23m 
project for a 1940s and 60s town and 
a new visitor centre capable of taking 
in 5,000 people a day. 

Chief executive Andrew Lovett 
said: “Our appeal and performance 
further strengthens the museum’s 
financial position as we head into a 
phase of major development. 

“Now we have the opportunity to 
develop the open-air attraction fur¬ 
ther. We have attractions based up 
to the 1930s, but we want to be able 
to extend our stage, taking it forward 


to the 40s, 50s and 60s. We want to 
be able to accommodate more people, 
give them more to see and get them to 
stay here longer.” 

A total 332,778 people went 
through the doors of the museum on 
Tipton Road in 2017, up more than a 
third from 2013.The museum’s com¬ 
mercial income resulted in a profit 
of £694,607, compared to £567,029 in 
2016. 

The trust spent £1.7m on retail, 
£3.6m on operating the museum and 
around £600,000 was spent on devel¬ 
oping the site.

Quirky display marks 
a medical milestone

A QUIRKY collection of medi¬ 
cal equipment from the 1800s 
is on display to mark 70 years 
of the NHS. 

From camphorated oil used 
to treat inflammation to oxygen 
tubes designed to look like glasses, 
the artefacts are made up of items 
from historian and former nurse 
Roy Stallard. 

The avid collector has a display in 
the Heart and Lung Centre at New 
Cross Hospital in Wolverhampton for 
visitors to see, set up to mark the 70th 
anniversary of the NHS. 

Among the display, there is a bed- 
pan, enema set, ear syringe, thermom¬ 
eter and more, along with black and 
white photographs that provide a look 
into healthcare in the 1800s. There 
will also be a map on display to show 
where the current nurses come from 
in the world. 

Legacy 

There are two display units which 
will open from noon until 2pm for vis¬ 
itors to view. In a couple of months, 
this will later be expanded into a per¬ 
manent display with 300 artefacts. He 
said: “I have a lot of pride in the NHS, 
it is an underfunded but wonderful in¬ 
stitution. 

“The hospital approached me and 
said they are celebrating the 70th an¬ 
niversary of the NHS and asked if I 
would like to do something.” 

“This provides a legacy of instru¬ 
ments from the early 1800s which I 
have collected over the years because 
I find them fascinating. 

The 84-year-old started training as 
a nurse as part of the medical corps 
for his national service in Germany in 
1952. After two years with the Royal 
Army Medical Core’s military hospital, 
he left and landed the job at the Royal 
in 1954 to train.

Brutal bully 
is sent to 
prison for 
22 months 

A ‘BRUTAL bully’ with a history of 
violence against women has been 
jailed for 22 months for beating up 
his girlfriend. 

Jason Kinsey, aged 34, had been 
drinking all day on May 28 when he 
launched the attack on May 28, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court was told 

Kinsey ran at the woman while her 
back was turned and kicked her legs 
from under her, sending her crashing 
to the floor. She suffered facial inju¬ 
ries. 

The following day he attached her 
again, this time while the victim was 
at his father’s home in Himley Road, 
Dudley. 

with whom he had been in a ‘short¬ 
lived, volatile’ relationship - 

Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, 
said Kinsey flicked a burning cigarette 
at the woman before grabbing a knife, 
which he repeatedly plunged into the 
wall beside her. He then spat at her. 

Kinsey, from Duke Street, Gornal, 
had 27 previous convictions involving 
51 separate offences which included a 
drunken attack on a former partner. 
He had also been convicted of a stab¬ 
bing. 

Mrs Kam Shergill, defending, said: 
“This had been a short-lived, volatile 
relationship during which there was a 
lot of arguing and drinking. He could 
have handled the situation better. He 
accepts that the relationship is over.” 

Kinsey pleaded guilty to assault and 
criminal damage and was jailed for a 
total of one year ten months. Judge 
Barry Berlin told him: “You are a bru¬ 
tal bully.” 

Kinsey was also made the subject of 
a restraining order banning any con¬ 
tact with the victim or his father.

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Quad biker 
yobs face 
on-the-spot 
£100 fines 

ON the spot fines of £100 could be 
dished out to yobs tearing around 
on quad bikes in nature reserves and 
parks in Dudley. 

Dudley Council is proposing the 
creation of a Public Spaces Protection 
Order after receiving a complaints 
about quad bikes causing a nuisance 
on green spaces across the borough. 
Problems have been reported at Fens 
Pool Nature Reserve, Mullet Park, 
Barrow Hill Nature Reserve, Rus- 
sells Hall, Buckpool Nature Reserve, 
Woodside Park and Marsh Park. 

The move has been supported by 
police and would give both police of¬ 
ficers and council officers the power 
to issue fixed penalty notices of up to 
£100 for those caught using an unau¬ 
thorised motorised vehicle on any of 
the sites affected. Failure to pay the 
notice may lead to prosecution, which 
could result in a fine of up to £1,000. 

Public open spaces will also be cov¬ 
ered at Milking Bank, Pensnett Tech¬ 
nical College, Lapwood Avenue/Ketley 
fields and Pheasant Street. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, cab¬ 
inet member for environment, said: 
“If it goes ahead, it will give the police 
and council officers new enforcement 
powers to crack down on people who 
spoil the tranquillity of green spaces 
and risk the safety of others by irre¬ 
sponsibly using motor vehicles.” 

The consultation via dudley.gov.uk 
is until 9am on July 20.

STOURBRIDGE MP Margot James 
has welcomed plans to build homes 
on a disused former college site which 
has been blighted by vandalism and 
anti-social behaviour. 

Persimmon Homes has submitted 
an application to build 62 homes on 
the derelict Longlands School site in 
Bowling Green Road, Stourbridge. 

The site has been empty since Bir¬ 
mingham Metropolitan College closed 
the Stourbridge College campus at the 
old school site in 2011. 

The buildings, in a residential area, 
have been plagued by fires and other 


anti-social behaviour since then, in¬ 
cluding a major blaze two years ago. 

The Conservative MP has welcomed 
the fresh proposals and has also called 
on Dudley Council to ensure that the 
green space adjacent to the site is 
brought back into community use. 

She said: “I welcome this news, 
which has been a long time coming. 
The development would see the build¬ 
ing of much-needed homes in our 
area, including affordable homes, and 
solve issues of anti-social behaviour at 
the site. 

“A full public consultation will be 


conducted and I have been pressing 
Persimmon Homes to engage with the 
community during this process. I will 
also chair a public meeting to allow 
local residents to come and meet the 
developers and discuss these plans. 

“I know residents are concerned 
about green space, so I call on the 
council to ensure that the land be¬ 
tween the former school site and 
Albert Street is maintained for the 
benefit of the community. 

“I will be working to ensure any 
development will contribute towards 
this aim.” 


Drinking pool water 
left woman in coma 


A NURSE has been suspended af¬ 
ter a woman in her care drank wa¬ 
ter from a swimming pool in Dudley, 
leaving her with serious brain inju¬ 
ries. 

The 22-year-old, who has the mental 
age of a young child, would drink water 
‘excessively’ and was unable to tell the 
difference between drinking water and 
water in the pool. 

Nurse Carole Halstead was chatting to a 
colleague as the woman drank from the pool 
at Dudley Leisure Centre, a Nursing and Mid¬ 
wifery Council disciplinary hearing was told. 

The woman fell into a coma after vomiting. 
Doctors said her life expectancy was signifi¬ 
cantly reduced and she was totally dependent 
on carers. 

Freetime Care Services, of which Mrs Hal¬ 
stead is a director, expressed ‘deep remorse’ 
after the incident in July 2014. However, it said 
Mrs Halstead was considering appealing. 

Warned 

The mother said she warned the carer three 
times to limit her then teenaged daughter’s 
session to 10 minutes because of her habit of 
drinking the pool water. Mrs Halstead was seen 
chatting as the woman drank the pool water 
during a session claimed to last 40 minutes. 

A lifeguard said the nurse and a colleague 
told the woman not to drink the water but car¬ 
ried on talking to each other when she contin¬ 
ued to drink it after ceasing briefly. 

Mrs Halstead denied being told about the 
10-minute rule but admitted not preparing an 
adequate risk assessment. 

The panel found she had failed to prevent 
the woman consuming too much much water 
and failed to limit pool time to 10 minutes. The 
panel suspended the nurse of 24 years for 12 
months.

THERE is life beyond London and I bet many 
of us on the blasted heath we call the provinc¬ 
es are puzzled at the time, money and energy 
spent on the future of Heathrow.

WHITEHALL has decided not to build five 
new female prisons but to erect much cheaper 
“residential centres” instead. This reflects a view 
deeply held in the criminal-justice system, that 
men are evil but women just have syndromes. 
Ironically, the announcement of the new facili¬ 
ties came the day after Sabrina Kouiser and her 
boyfriend were jailed for life at the Old Bailey for 
the murder, after 12 days of “pitiless” torture, 
of their au pair. They burned the body in their 
garden. Pure evil may be rarer among females 
than males but it undeniably exists and should 
be locked away for years, not in some cosy 
semi-hotel but behind the iron bars of a good, 
old-fashioned jail. 

BY pure chance, the struggle to get out of the 
clutches of the European Union coincides with 
events to mark the 70th anniversary of Britain 
embracing the National Health Service. The 
NHS was a step into the unknown. It divided the 
nation. It was opposed by many “experts” who 
backed down only when Nye Bevan famously 


“stuffed their mouths with gold.” The result, in 
global terms, is a middling sort of health ser¬ 
vice which is not terribly expensive and is good 
in some parts, but poor in others. We are sup¬ 
posed to be very proud of it, yet we all have 
our horror stories about it. But on balance we’re 
glad we took the step into the NHS. And I dare 
say Brexit will be much the same. Not perfect 
but better than what we had before. 

POSTERS for a pub beer and gin festival re¬ 
mind me how popular gin has become recently. 
On holiday, I couldn’t help noticing that the bril¬ 
liant little village store in Corfe Castle boasts of 
having 100 brands of gin. This may answer an 
old question: what do folk in sleepy holiday vil¬ 
lages do during the long, dark winters? 

IS he having a laugh? Head of BBC Comedy 
Shane Allen says the Monty Python team would 
not make it on the Beeb today because they are 
‘six Oxbridge white blokes’. But I can’t recall a 
time when humour has been so dominated by 
upmarket white performers. Stand-up comedy, 
once the preserve of working-class comics, is 
now the happy hunting ground of privately-ed¬ 
ucated stars. A study of 42 episodes of Have I 
Got News For You (BBC) revealed that all but 
one of the guests had been to private schools. 
Maybe things are changing but I bet if John 
Cleese, Eric Idle, Michael Palin and the rest 
of the Pythons graduated from uni tomorrow, 
they’d be snapped up by today’s comedy pro¬ 
ducers because, whatever we may think about 
privilege, posh is still popular.

Upwardly 
mobile 
Dupil gets 
:op marks 

THE name Andreea-Denisa Ciubotaru is 
hardly one that rolls off the tongue. How¬ 
ever, the teenager should be commend¬ 
ed. 

Regular Talking Point readers may re¬ 
call a colleague’s view on mobile phone 
use around the dining table, making the 
point that social time was disrupted by 
people checking for messages, sending 
texts or using Facebook, for example, 
when conversation should be flowing be¬ 
tween friends or family. 

So it is heartening to hear 16-year- 
old Andreea-Denisa willingly go without 
her mobile phone during class time. The 
schoolgirl, from Barking, asked her head¬ 
teacher to put her iPhone in the school 
safe so she could study for exams with¬ 
out being distracted by selfies. The de¬ 
vice spent a month locked away and 
the move looked to have paid off with 
her GCSE grades predicted to rise from 
a C to an A. She was quoted as saying: 
“Everyone knows how addictive phones 
can be. I’ve told all my friends to get rid 
of theirs.” 

It comes as the head of schools’ regu¬ 
latory body Ofsted backed headteachers 
who ban phones in class, citing their use 
as being responsible for unruly behaviour. 

Amanda Spielman says the use of 
smartphones in the classroom is ‘dubi¬ 
ous’ at best and is not convinced of the 
educational benefits of Snapchat and the 
like. Culture secretary Matt Hancock has 
backed the stance, admitting he admires 
school heads who prevent pupils from 
using phones all day. 

There’s no doubt that phones can have 
an educational appeal and can be a valu¬ 
able revision tool. But out of school time 
and away from the desk, please. 

Can any child really say they use mo¬ 
biles sensibly while at school? I would 
argue that a primary school child’s need 
for a phone is minimal anyway. Certainly, 
older children, who make their own way 
to and from school, or who may need to 
stay behind, would require them to keep 
in touch with parents. 

But I do wonder what these children 
with their fancy gadgets do at break 
times. Probably texting or keeping up to 
date with social media instead of properly 
interacting with their friends like we did. 

It’s no coincidence that even Silicon 
Valley executives send their children to 
technology-free schools, while Bill Gates 
and Steve Jobs limited screen time for 
their own children knowing how addictive 
they could be. Schools in this country 
should take heed and keep phones out of 
the classroom.

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Property 
prices have 
trebled in 
18 years 


PROPERTY prices in Dudley have almost tre¬ 
bled in the last 18 years, new figures have 
revealed. 

A study has found the average price of a property 
in the borough went up 189 per cent, from £58,898 
to £170,126 - a difference of £111,228. 

It is a similar story across the Black Country. Price 
increases were even higher in Walsall, which has seen a 


198 per cent increase since 
the year 2000 while in West 
Bromwich there has been a 
204 per cent rise. 

In Wolverhampton, prices 
have gone up 183 per cent, 
in Stafford, 189 per cent and 
in Cannock, 193 per cent. 

Ron Darlington, partner 
at property auctioneer SDL 
Bigwood, said: “There is 
currently huge demand in 
the Black Country.” 

He said property prices 
had probably gone up faster 
in West Bromwich and Wal¬ 
sall due to first-time buyers 
from Birmingham and Soli¬ 
hull looking to neighbouring 
areas. 

Concern 

Dudley was ranked 79th 
out of 100 areas for property 
price increases in the study 
carried out by HouseSimple. 
com. 

Southend, Bristol and 
Cambridge came top of the 
rankings. In Southend, 
property prices had in¬ 
creased by 291 per cent. 

There is concern among 
some that the rising prices 
are forcing young people 
trying to get on the property 
ladder out of the market. 

However Dudley Coun¬ 
cil set a target in 2014 for

16,127 homes to be built by 
2026, including affordable 
homes. They include 237 
properties on industrial 
land in Shaw Road, Dudley, 
250 on land off Darkhouse 
Lane in Coseley and 124 
off Deepdale Lane in Upper 
Gornal. The conversion of 
Dudley’s Guest Hospital last 
year provided 157 homes to¬ 
ward the target. 

Wolverhampton council 
aims to see 2,043 new homes 
built by 2026. Plans are in 
place to convert the former 
Telecom House and Crown 
House in the city centre 
into apartments. Tim John¬ 
son, deputy chief executive 
at Wolverhampton council, 
said: “We have a target on 
homes we have to deliver 
which is why we’re looking 
at former office blocks.”

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Boxer given payout 
for missed aneurysm 



Former boxer Darren McDermott, 39, from Dudley, has received a payout 


HE is a former profession¬ 
al boxing champion but has 
faced his toughest battle- 
soutside the ring. 

Darren McDermott, aged 39, 
from Dudley, has received a sub¬ 
stantial payout after a screening 
company failed to spot a potential¬ 
ly fatal brain aneurysm. 

The rising star was sparring with 
former two-time world light-heavy- 
weight champion Nathan Cleverly 
when the aneurysm ruptured. 

Just five months before, the Black 
Country Bodysnatcher, was given 
the ‘all-clear’ and re-licensed to box, 
following his British Boxing Board of 
Control (BBBoC) mandated annual 
medical and MRI scan. 

The aneurysm ruptured following a 
blow to Darren’s head. He continued 
to feel unwell for almost a week before 
it was detected by specialists at Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital. 

He was then taken for emergency 
surgery to stem a bleed on his brain 
at the Birmingham Queen Elizabeth 
hospital. 

Rehabilitation 

The incident left the former British 
middleweight champion, who had won 
17 of his 20 fights, needing specialist 
support and rehabilitation, and suffer¬ 
ing short-term memory loss. 

He was told shortly after surgery he 
would not be able to box again, which 
he described as ‘heartbreaking’. 

Darren said: “I was destroyed, it felt 
like the end of the world. I came home 
and lost my driving licence, lost my 
boxing licence, I just didn’t know what 
to do with myself. 

“I was in a bad place. For me to re¬ 
tire because I thought I was too old or 
not good enough would have been ac¬ 


ceptable. But for somebody to just take 
it away from me and tell me you can’t 
box anymore was just heartbreaking. 

“I started drinking, smoking, just 
not being me.” 

Following the incident in 2010 
the father of two and his wife Claire 
wanted to investigate if the condi¬ 
tion should have been detected ear¬ 
lier. He instructed specialist medical 
negligence lawyers Irwin Mitchell to 


investigate whether the pre-existing 
aneurysm should have been detected 
during routine testing. 

InHealth Ltd was the company ap¬ 
pointed by the BBBoC to manage the 
process of obtaining and checking all 
professional boxers’ MRI scans for 
re-licensing purposes. It has agreed 
to pay the couple a substantial settle¬ 
ment after admitting liability for Dar¬ 
ren’s injuries.

jazz for star Curtis 



B ack in the day, Curtis 

Stigers was the man with 
the flowing locks and the 
pin-up looks. The singer 
enjoyed a string of chart 
successes in the early 
1990s, including the international 
smash hits I Wonder Why and You’re 
All That Matters To Me. 

And yet becoming part of the international jet set was 
something that didn’t sit well. He was more interested in 
playing the music close to his heart - jazz and swing - 
than he was making a dent in the charts. 

And so he began an alternative career. Curtis exited the 
arenas and stadiums into which he’d briefly been placed 
and started doing the rounds at jazz clubs and bars. That 
was 17 years ago and his jazzy versions of pop songs 
have made him ever-popular in the USA and Europe. 
These days, his records don’t make the chart - and that’s 
exactly how he likes it. 

He’s back on the road with a show that pays homage to 
the greatest of them all - Frank Sinatra - and will headline 
Birmingham’s Town Hall on July 13 with a show called 
Sinatra At The Sands, in which he’ll perform with The 
Ronnie Scott’s Big Band. 

Curtis will channel the hip, swinging chemistry of Frank 
Sinatra and the Count Basie Orchestra in celebration 
of the classic album Sinatra at the Sands. It follows the 
release last year of his latest album, One More For The 
Road, with the Danish Radio Big Band. 

Not that Stigers will party 
like 01’ Blue Eyes after 
the show. “I’m old 
enough to know that 
I shouldn’t have 
a drink of whisky 
to end the night. 

That’s always been 
a downfall for me. 

The next day is a very 
bad day if I do that. If I’m 
going to have something 
strong, I’m going to start 
with it. Once I’m done with 
it, I’m a big fan of a nice 
glass of red wine, so I’d 
switch to that. It’d have to 
be red wine only because 
I’m too smart to hurt myself 
as badly as I did when I was 
young. 

OUTSPOKEN 

“Listen to me, children! Do not mix 
drinks at the end of the night. It seems 
like a great idea when they bring out a 
bottle of nice Scotch whisky but once 
they do that, you’re in trouble.” 

Curtis is one of rock’n’roll’s more 
cultured performers. A delightful raconteur 
and outspoken politico, his Twitter feed is 
one of the more entertaining that there is. 

He frequently rails against the ‘poison’ 
of USA President Donald Trump and also 
tackles such commentators as Katie Hopkins 
in no-punches-pulled discourse. 

“He’s just a nightmare for everyone. I think 
in the long-run, even the people who support him 
will rue the day that they decided to vote for him. 

He doesn’t care about anybody except himself. He’s 
not about the country. He’s not about the people he 
supposedly represents. He’s about making money 
and getting attention. I don’t think he’s mentally stable 
either. We could probably talk about him for hours!” 

Curtis’s new Sinatra project is close to his heart. He is 
a huge fan of Sinatra at the Sands, which inspired his 
album with the Danish Radio Big Band. 

“I flew over to rehearse with them for a day,

Sinatra. I’ve always kind of done my own 
thing. I had a ball, though. It was a riot. 

“A few weeks later someone sent me 
an email with a link to the recordings for 
Danish radio, as it had gone out as a 
broadcast. 

“And to be honest, I didn’t even 
listen to it. It took me a couple of 
weeks to rediscover it. I threw it 
when doing some work and 
I was really surprised by how 
fresh it sounded and how 
cool it sounded to hear 
me singing these songs 
and arrangements 
that Sinatra made so 
famous.” 

Curtis has led 
a remarkable 
life - coming 
face-to-face 
with rock excess 
and meeting his 
heroes along the 
way. 

“It was wonderful 
at the time - but you 
can’t spend your life 


like that. It’s very easy to lose track of reality. They were 
great times and I got to perform in front of huge numbers 
of people and meet a lot of my heroes like Eric Clapton, 
Elton John and Prince. But I wouldn’t want to be stuck 
in the back of a tour bus now - these days I like to keep 
it low key, it’s better to connect to people in each of the 
place I travel to. 

“Different things are important to me now I guess. I’ve 
seen plenty of people in my industry lose sight of what’s 
real and what’s not. I’d like to think that I have never 
been like that, I’ve always tried to keep a grip on what’s 
important.”

New mystery series hopes 
to be a novel success 


C an an eight-part TV version of 
Joan Lindsay’s classic novel 
outshine the much-admired 
film version? 

Those who have seen director 
Peter Weir’s haunting movie would 
probably answer in the negative, 
but in recent years, the small screen 
has come to rival its bigger cousin 
for quality, so we may be onto a 
winner. 

In recent times, the likes of Big 
Little Lies, The Handmaid’s Tale, 

Top of the Lake and Sky’s latest 
series, Sharp Objects, have gone 
some way to boost the number of 
leading roles for women, and Picnic 
at Hanging Rock certainly lends a 
hand too - it’s dominated by strong 
females. 

When the book was published 
back in 1967, it was hugely 
acclaimed and quickly became 
known as one of the greatest entries 
in Australian literature, but its origins 
have puzzled readers ever since. 

Some are utterly convinced it’s 
based on a true story, while Lindsay 
herself did little to persuade people 


one way or the other. However, her 
housekeeper later claimed her 
employer had dreamt the basic idea. 

A 2017 article from the Australian 
magazine The Age stated, “The 
dream had centred on a summer 
picnic at a place called Hanging 
Rock, which Joan knew well from 
her childhood holidays. 

‘Joan told Rae (her housekeeper) 
that the dream had felt so real that 
when she awoke at 7.30am, she 
could still feel the hot summer 
breeze blowing through the gum 
trees and she could still hear the 
peals of laughter and conversation 
of the people she’d imagined, and 
their gaiety and lightness of spirit.” 

All this mystery merely adds to the 
tale’s appeal. 

The film starred Rachel Roberts, 
while Vivean Gray - instantly 
recognisable to Neighbours fans for 
her subsequent role as battleaxe 
Mrs Mangel - had a small role, as 
did Oscar-nominated actress Jacki 
Weaver. 

This time around it’s Game of 
Thrones and The Hunger Games 


star Natalie Dormer who takes the 
lead role of widowed headmistress 
Hester Appleyard, who arrives in 
Australia as the tale begins. 

“I’m excited that the BBC Two is 
bringing this magical reimagining of 
an Australian classic to the UK 
audience,” says Dormer. “It’s a 
collaboration of which I’m very 
proud to be a part.” 

Sue Deeks, the BBC’s head of 
programme acquisition, adds: “This 
stylistically bold and atmospheric 
take on Picnic At Hanging Rock - 
led by one of Britain’s most exciting 
actors, Natalie Dormer - will be 
irresistible both to fans of the classic 
novel and to those coming to this 
mysterious story for the first time.” 

Ms Appleyard’s reasons for moving 
to the other side of the world are 
shrouded in mystery, but in just six 
years, she manages to turn her self- 
named college into a leading 
educational establishment attended 
by bright girls from well-to-do families. 

It’s situated in an isolated mansion 
in the bush, close to the local 
beauty spot of Hanging Rock.

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France - and real home from home 


SPACIOUS, calm, comforting, a real home- 
from-home - what more could you ask for 
in a holiday rental? That’s exactly what I 
discovered at a recently-restored farmhouse 
in the tiny village of Glatigny in Normandy. 

Owners Sam and Francesca Acford have created the 
perfect escape from our usually frantic lives in a quiet 
spot close to the most fantastic expanses of beach 
(often deserted) and minutes away from two charming 
towns offering a range of bars and restaurants and a 
wealth of other attractions a little further afield. 

They have created a wonderful space from what 
was basically a shell. There’s a large open-plan 
kitchen, dining room and lounge complete with a huge 
ornate wood burner (actually made in Ironbridge in 
Shropshire!). 


VIEW 

On the first floor from the landing there is a 
breathtaking view straight up to the roof timbers neatly 
framing a traditional French chandelier. This oversized 
landing has another lounge area, a desk for working 
on if you really can’t leave the office behind, and an 
extensive library. Off a corridor there are two beautiful 
bedrooms with original antique furnishings and an 
imposing, but gorgeous, bathroom with a roll-top bath. 

Up a pullout set of stairs and onto the top floor, 
a mezzanine level which provides another lounge 
including a third bedroom - a perfect hideway spot 
and ideal for children! If you need more beds the red 
Chesterfield sofa and the sofa on the landing are 
both purpose build ‘sofa-beds’.There are also spare 
mattresses available. But for me, it’s perfect for one or 
two families with a couple of children each. 

The kitchen has just about everything you could want 
and there are two outside courtyards - the front south¬ 



facing courtyard is a delight with seating and a large 
pizza oven/barbecue and a smaller rear courtyard which 
catches the morning sun. There are also extensive 
gardens just across the road. 

Glatigny is on the western side of the Cotentin 
peninsula, an area much favoured for summer holidays 
by Parisians, especially Barnville-Carteret 

It is set between the two small towns of La Flaye 
du Puit and Portbail. Both offer a wide range range of 
shops as well as eateries and cafes along with very 
good weekly markets. We ate very well in both towns 


and especially well in Le Fletier. Their menu du jour at 
lunchtime is great value for money (three courses for 
around £10) and so tasty. It’s where locals eat, and that 
says a lot. 

Both Portbail and Barnville/Carteret offer great 
equestrian stables for horse riding and the rides along 
the beach aren’t to be missed. Club Hippique ‘A Cheval’, 
has a great range of horses and ponies for all sizes and 
abilities but they also do rides along the beach. That 
was one experience ticked off my bucket list. 

From around June to early September, on most 


weekends, many towns and villages nearby hold 
festivals and fetes with great outdoor music and food. 
Most towns also have what is called a Brocante, which 
essentially is a furniture market, but these really are 
worth a visit as it is very rare such quantities of antiques 
are under a single roof for such low prices. 

Mont St Michel is not too far away, it is a breathtaking 
place and worth a visit. The Bayeux Tapestry is also 
close by and is an interesting day out. 

A wonderful property in a charming area.

Oh, how we will miss the economy of our 
diesel-powered cars when they are finally 
eradicated from our roads. 

The 1.5dci humming nicely away under the 
bonnet of the stylish Nissan Micra hatchback, 
for example, achieved an astonishing 
77.9mpg on a run of about 130 miles and 
that included a couple of city centres and the 
inevitable motorway road works. 

Official stats show an average of 83mpg 
is achievable in the unlikely event of a 
mechanically steady right foot, a prevailing 
wind and a traffic free run. C02 emissions 
puther out at the rate of 97g/km. 

If petrol is your preferred option, Nissan 
gives you the choice of either a 0.9litre, 90ps, 
three-cylinder turbo, ora I.Olitre 71 ps petrol. 
Expect an average 64mpg/99g/km from the 
former and 61mpg/103g/kg from the latter. 

All engines are linked to a neat and tidy five- 
speed manual transmission. 

The vehicle itself is as impressive in 
appearance as it is in performance. Longer, 
lower, and wider than the previous model, the 
five-door Micra has quietly developed into a 
stylish and sophisticated vehicle with neat 
styling outside and quality materials inside. 

In the spacious cabin the dash is particularly 
striking, wrapped as it is in soft-touch, two- 
tone, faux-leather. There is reasonable leg 
room and plenty of head room, all seats are 
well upholstered and comfortable. The front 
two are grippy and supportive. 

At 300 litres, the deep lipped boot is more 
than sufficient for the supermarket shopping 
or the family luggage. Drop the rear seat and 
that expands to 1,004 litres and there are 
various storage spaces dotted around the 
cabin. 


Classy features include recessed rear door 
handle a la Alfa Romeo in days gone by, 
a large leather-wrapped, flat-bottomed 
steering wheel and an optional Bose sound 
system that includes speakers in the driver’s 
headrest. 

Behind the wheel, the French-built Micra is 
as much fun to drive as it is to look at, being 
agile, composed and with plenty of oomph 
from the I.Slitre diesel engine. 

The suspension is particularly well-tuned 


and deals admirably with our (horrible) road 
surfaces thanks to Nissan’s Intelligent Ride 
Control which automatically makes minute 
adjustments to the set-up - ditto the intelligent 
Trace Control which is Nissan’s version of 
torque vectoring. 

Safety features now include Intelligent Lane 
Intervention, a safety system which gently 
nudges the Micra back on to the right path 
should it be required and a very useful blind 
spot monitor. 


Specification levels depend on the trim 
selected - Visia, Visia+, Acenta, N-Connecta 
or Tekna. Standard spec at entry-level 
includes LED daytime running lights, hill 
start assist, Bluetooth and six airbags. A 
step up to Acenta is needed for smartphone 
connectivity. 

And, for those who really like to make 
their mark, there are more than 100 
personalisation options.

Toyota Camry will return to 
the UK as Avensis departs 



The Camry is immensely popular in the United States 


Toyota has confirmed that the 
Avensis saloon will be dropped 
from its model line-up, due to slow 
sales. But if you really crave a large, 
Japanese family saloon, fear not, as 
the brand has just confirmed that 
the Camry will return to the UK in 
order to fill the gap. 

The Camry is immensely popular 
in the United States, and holds the 
distinction of the world’s best-selling 
saloon. 

Over 700,000 Camrys sell every year 
worldwide. It was previously on sale 
in the UK from 1983 until 2004, where 
it sat above the smaller Avensis in the 
brand’s line-up. 

The latest Camry is still larger than 
the Avensis it replaces, but it’s based 
on Toyota’s latest scalable platform 
- which underpins the new Auris, as 
well as the Prius and C-HR. 

It will also underpin the upcoming 
Lexus UX SUV and ES saloon. 

Toyota’s promised to tune the ride and 
handling of the Camry specifically for 
European tastes - so expect a slightly 
firmer ride and sharper handling than 
the US models. 

The underpinning platform gives the 
Camry access to the brand’s hybrid 
powertrains - in this case, it will be 
a 2.5-litre naturally aspirated petrol 
engine mated with an electric motor. 
It’s likely to be the sole powertrain 
option for the Camry, leaving it a rival 
to cars such as the Ford Mondeo 
Hybrid and VW Passat GTE - though 
both of those cars also offer diesel 
engines. 

The Camry won’t be a plug-in 


hybrid, either-there will be no option 
for extended all-electric running as in 
rivals such as the Kia Optima PFIEV or 
the aforementioned Passat. 

Despite being British-built, the 
outgoing Avensis is a poor seller for 
the brand. Just 3,473 examples sold 
in the UK in 2017. Toyota is hoping 
that the larger and more luxurious 
Camry, which is built at the brand’s 
plant in Kentucky, will appeal to fleet 
markets, and perform rather better. 

However, the loss of Avensis 
production won’t affect employment 


at the UK facility in Burnaston, 
Derbyshire. 

A spokesperson said: “At the 
Geneva Motor Show earlier this 
year we revealed the new Toyota 
Auris [also sold as the Corolla] 
and announced Burnaston as the 
production location for this model. 

“It was well received by the media 
and the public and is expected to sell 
well. We are now preparing for the 
introduction of this third generation 
Auris and is recruiting new team 
members.”

siblings 



The Citroen Berlingo Vauxhall’s Combo - all share plenty but each have distinct personalities

The first joint commercial vehicle project 
between Vauxhall and its new owner PSA 
Peugeot Citroen has been unveiled. The 
Peugeot Partner, Citroen Berlingo and 
Vauxhall Combo share plenty with each 
other but have distinct personalities in line 
with their respective manufacturer’s ethos. 

All three vans are available in two body 
lengths - M and XL, measuring 4.4m and 
4.75m respectively. All three also have a 
maximum 1,000kg payload depending on 
length, trim and engine. 

They ride on PSAs EMP2 platform - the 
same scalable chassis that underpins larger 
vans such as the Peugeot Expert as well as 
passenger cars including the Citroen C4 
SpaceTourer and Peugeot 308. 

Engines are shared between the Peugeot 
and Citroen, too. There’s a choice of two 
1.2-litre petrol engines with either 108bhp or 
128bhp, or three 1.5-litre diesels with 74bhp, 
98bhp and 128bhp. Vauxhall did not reveal the 
Combo’s powertrains, but we’d expect them 
to mirror its sister vans. 

Unique to the small van segment is the 
overload indicator - a clever feature that lights 
up a white LED if 90 per cent of the van’s 
maximum load is reached. Should the load 
be exceeded, a dashboard warning appears. 
There’s also a sophisticated camera system 
available, which features a lens on the offside 
mirror and another above the rear doors to 
eliminate blind spots. Footage is displayed on 
a five-inch screen where the rear-view mirror 
would usually be. 

Other safety kit is plentiful and impressive 
in the light commercial vehicle market - all 


three vans are available with autonomous 
emergency braking, lane-keep assist, traffic 
sign recognition and switchable off-road 
traction control. In practical terms, the vans 
benefit from 180-degree opening rear doors, a 
maximum width of 1.23m between the wheel 
arches and the option of a five-seat crew cab 
on long-wheelbase models. 


The Peugeot is the upmarket option of the 
three, and features the most striking change 
inside-the brand’s i-Cockpit. This comprises 
a shrunken steering wheel and high-set dials 
and aims to improve visibility and driving fun. 

Other than this, the three vans are virtually 
identical, with differences limited to colours 
and trim, badging, and front-end styling. The 


Peugeot features the brand’s signature upright 
grille set high up on the Partner’s front. The 
Berlingo eschews Citroen’s own trend for an 
‘upside-down’ headlight arrangement in favour 
of one more conventional, but is still instantly 
recognisable thanks to the bold double 
chevron grille. Meanwhile, the Vauxhall Combo 
features the brand’s family face, with distinctive 


right-angled LED daytime running lights and a 
chrome strip across the grille. 

Pricing and full trim levels have not yet been 
revealed for any of the vans, but we’d expect 
prices to be similar to the models they replace, 
with the Peugeot likely to command a small 
premium over its two siblings thanks to its 
upmarket leanings.

Ford utilises fighter 
jet tech in Focus 

The fourth-generation Ford Focus is set to continue 
the current car’s legacy, with Ford promising 
impressive driving dynamics as a key selling point. 
However, buyers in the family hatchback segment 
are notoriously picky, and so the American brand is 
responding with a new and luxurious interior packing 
some as-yet-unseen tech. 

The latest of these to be revealed is the Focus’ new 
head-up display. It’s the first ever fitted to a Ford and 
benefits the driver in one key way - allowing them 
access to vital driving information without being forced 
to take their eyes too far off the road. 

When looking down at conventional dials, the eye has 
to re-focus for close-up vision - before focusing again 
on the world outside when the driver looks away. A 
head-up display limits this. 

However, previous displays fitted to plenty of modern 
cars have a serious issue with drivers in polarised 
sunglasses. The glare-reducing sunglasses often 
render head-up displays invisible. 

However, Ford has utilised tech first seen in fighter jets 
to counteract this, with a special feature which ‘bounces 
back’ polarised light to the driver. Traditional displays 
use light waves which vibrate parallel to the road - the 
same waves polarised lenses block. The Ford display 
uses waves that vibrate perpendicular to the road, 
solving the problem. 

“Wearing polarised glasses can make a massive 
difference to visibility for drivers affected by glare, such 
as when stretches of water, snow or even tarmac reflect 
sunlight,” said Glen Goold, chief engineer for the new 
Focus. 

“The head-up display we are introducing for the 
all-new Focus offers one of the brightest screens, has 
among the largest fields of view, and will be clearly 
visible to all our customers.” 


Smartphones could 
replace car keys 



New agreement could see a big change 
A group of car manufacturers and technology giants 
have formed a consortium which aims to create a 
standard system allowing cars to be operated via a 
smartphone rather than a key. 

Manufacturers including Volkswagen, General Motors, 
Honda, Toyota and BMW have joined forces with the 
likes of Apple, Samsung, Bosch, Panasonic and LG to 
form the Car Connectivity Consortium (CCC). The group 
has now announced the new ‘Digital Key Release 1.0’ 
specification - a standard which sets out a system for 
locking, unlocking and starting a car with a compatible 
smart device. 

The mixture of cars and smartphones is limited at 
the moment. Many companies, such as Volvo, provide 
companion smartphone apps which can be used to track 
and monitor cars, but so far only Tesla allows owners to 
ditch the key altogether and access their Model S, 3 or X 
with their mobile. 

The CCC’s new protocol aims to standardise 
smartphone operation with cars, assuring ‘the highest 
state-of-the-art security level for vehicle access. 

The protocol is based around Near-Field 
Communication (NFC) the same technology that powers 
payment apps such as Apple Pay and Android Wallet. 

It’s more secure than the radio frequency chips in current 
keyless entry systems or contactless payment cards, 
as it operates over a shorter range and cannot easily be 
‘boosted’ by rogue car thieves. 

The Consortium is now hard at work on version 2.0, 
which is targeted for release in the first quarter of 2019.

The passing of the compact LandRover Freelander 
was noted with regret by many, including me. First 
launched in 1997, over time it developed into a robust, 
well-made, comfortable, fun-to-drive vehicle until it 
was finally phased out in 2015. 

It was replaced by the altogether more refined but no 
less robust, Discovery Sport. Built alongside the stylish 
Evoque, it has rapidly become one of LandRover’s best¬ 
selling vehicles, despite the £30,000 - £50,000 price tag. 

Far less chunky in appearance than the Freelander, it 
is sleekly styled, with a high waist, rear roof spoiler, 12 
colour options and daytime running lights to signal its 
arrival. And it offers five or seven seats. 

Inside, this family-friendly British-built SUV breathes 
quality throughout with ergonomically designed, 
immensely comfortable seats, a tidy, uncluttered dash 
and (on the higher spec models) just enough hi-tech 
graphics and the like to keep you informed but not 
enough to cause information overload. 

An easy flick through the on-screen info, for example, 
will offer an eco-graphic where by the driver can check 
the ‘greeness’ of their driving. The more competitive will 
want to beat their previous record. The system, which 
gives everyone 100 per cent at the outset, resets itself 
after each journey. (86 per cent is the number to beat.) 

Trims are many and varied: Pure, SE, SE Tech, HSE, 

HSE Luxury, HSE Dynamic Luxury and the Landmark 
special edition, celebrating 70 years of LandRover. 

Specification 

Even the five seat, Pure, front-wheel-drive, entry-level 
trim, which starts at £30,145, the spec is not ungenerous. 

Partial leather interior, ten speaker audio system, 

Bluetooth, autonomous emergency braking, trailer assist, 
leather steering wheel, lane departure warning, cruise 
control and rear parking aid are just a small sample of 
what is included. 

However, this entry point only offers the Ingenium 
2.0litre, four cylinder, 150bhp turbocharged diesel 
engine with the six-speed manual transmission. Average 
economy for this unit runs at a tad under 50mpg and 
emissions at 149 g/km while a standing start to 60mph 
takes less than ten seconds and top speed redlines at 
112mph. 

A step up to SE is needed for a more comprehensive 
engine line-up and the delicious nine-speed automatic 
transmission. 

The top priced HSE Dynamic Luxury AWD starts at 
£50,665. Exclusively powered by the mighty Ingenium 
2.0litre four-cylinder, 290bhp, turbocharged petrol 
engine, linked to that super smooth nine-speed automatic 
transmission, it’ll stretch out to 60mph from a standing 
start in 6.5 seconds and has a top speed of 135mph. 

Being a petrol engine, and a big one at that, it’s a little 
heavy on the wallet as regards fuel - 31mpg average - 
and 204g/km of emissions. 

In the middle of this plethora of sophisticated engines 
and deliciously extensive spec lists, sits the HSE Luxury

which has a starting price of £45,565 for the 2.0litre 
240bhp petrol engine; £45,810 for the 180bhp 2.0litre 
diesel; and £49,985 for the 240bhp diesel. 

While those clocking up the miles will head for the more 
economical oil burners, it is the petrol which will give a 
more dynamic driving experience, being lighter and more 
flexible. 

On the road, it proved to be thoroughly capable and 
composed with excellent grip, precise steering and 
unrelenting power, seamless delivered on demand. 

The driver’s seat is a very comfortable place to be. The 
high driving position affords good all-round visibility and 
the higher spec models can be adjusted electronically for 
the perfect position and include lumbar support. 

Middle row passengers can slide and recline, should 
they wish to do so. The two in the (optional) pull-up 
seats of the third row need a certain degree of agility and 
flexibility - not a place for Gran and Grumps - but fine for 
a school run or short hop to the pub. 

Invest a slightly eye-watering £4,590 for access to the 
truly swish entertainment package with television screens 
integrated into the rear headrests and headphones so at 
least two of the offspring can watch the TV programme/ 
DVD of their choice on very clear screens. 

The flat loading boot with its power-controlled lid, adds 
to the practicality of the Discovery Sport and, for those 
who have to add towing horse boxes and the like to their 
general family taxi duties, the electrically deployable tow 
bar at £1,005 would be a good investment. A rear-view 
camera is a no cost option.

leather interior, selectable ambient lighting, heated/ 
cooled front seats, heated leather steering wheel, parallel/ 
perpendicular park assist, illuminated tread plates, USB 
charging points for rear seat passengers.

And he is 
absolutely determined to enjoy his life and time in the 
spotlight. He said recently when meeting fans in the 
city: “I’m in Wolverhampton, I’ve never been here 
before and I want to come back next week because 
it is lively. 

“It’s a two-hour drive from my home and I’ve never 
been here, can you believe it? I need to start exploring. 
We’re three hours from Morocco by plane. Two hours 
from France on the Eurostar. 

“I hear athletes that say they can’t do things be¬ 
cause of their insurance policy. I’m not going to pro¬ 


tect myself from reality. I’m not having that, let’s go 
out and have a good time. Let’s do it, let’s have fun.” 

When speaking to Joshua, two things are clear. The 
first is that he is incredibly grateful for the life he now 
has. He may have worked incredibly hard to get there, 
but you’ll never hear him moan. 

“I’m not complaining about anything,” he contin¬ 
ued. “You just have to learn how to deal with the hard 
work. Hard work has been my breakthrough. I’m not 
the most talented so I’ve got to enjoy the hard work.” 

The second thing that strikes you about him is how 
obsessed - repeat, obsessed - he is by becoming the 
best he can be. He knows he is on the brink of being 
regarded as one of the all-time greats - and that is 
something he isn’t going to let pass him by. 

“I’m very comfortable with where I am now,” he 
continued. “I’ve not reached my peak. I have made a 
few mistakes and I know what I want to achieve. 

“What will make me content is knowing I gave my 
best. There is no financial package out there that can 
make you feel content with your life. I want to give it 
my all, that is what matters to me. 

“One day - and that day will come -1 don’t want to 
sit watching the next generation of boxers thinking I 
didn’t achieve my potential. 

“I want to give it my best - inside and outside the 
ring. Now I see myself as a student of boxing. I’m al¬ 
ways watching old fights. I love Evander Holyfield. He 
is the first fighter I have watched that I can really 
learn from. He has got rhythm. And I respect him so 
much because he didn’t dodge anyone. Mike Tyson 
didn’t box Riddick Bowe. Bowe didn’t fight Lennox 


Lewis. But Holyfield fought Tyson, Lewis and Rid¬ 
dick. He boxed them all - the ultimate warrior.” 

Joshua’s rise to the top has been unprecedented. 
After winning gold at the London Olympics in 2012, 
he seriously contemplated defending his title in Brazil 
four years later. Instead, he made what, for him, was 
a difficult decision to go pro. 

Yet he has since stormed through the heavyweight 
division with his eye-catching win over Wladimir 
Klitschko one of the greatest bouts of all time. 

Away from the ring though, things haven’t always 
been plain sailing. In 2009, Joshua was put on remand 
in Reading Prison for what he describes as ‘fighting 
and other crazy stuff. Then in March 2011, he was 
pulled over for speeding, with police finding cannabis 
hidden in a sports bag. And Joshua admits there was a 
time when he was in danger of losing his way. 

“At school, I couldn’t sit down for six hours a day 
- I was an active kid,” he said. “It’s hard to go from 
lesson to lesson. Some kids excel at that, but most kids 
want to be out. 


Respectful 


“I think my teachers would say I was a nice kid be¬ 
cause I was always respectful, but I was a little bit 
disruptive at times. 

“I was still getting into a bit of trouble up until 
about 2011. I was in London. I lived on an estate and 
I wanted to party and go out drinking. 

“But I was a member of an amateur boxing club 
and I got a call to go up to Sheffield to be involved 
with the Olympic team. I hadn’t come from a sporting 
background. I didn’t have a clue what Olympic boxing 
was. But I went there to see what it was about and 
they kept me on the development squad. 

“I wanted to kind of keep my hustle going on. I fo¬ 
cused on balancing the two. But I remember, one day, 
speaking to my friend and saying ‘I think I might be 
OK at this boxing thing.’ 

“I was about 20 years old. But I never went into 
boxing to be a boxer it was more about confidence.” 

Joshua admits his parents are proud of how he has 
since dedicated his life to his sport. “I wasn’t ever 
looking for trouble, I was always respectful because 
that is how my parents raised me,” the fighter said.
